Educating llie lllliid. 

For ferty years the Legislature 
of Onloriu hos maintained at 
Branltord a school tor the educa- 
linn and inslruction of tho blind 
children and youths ol the Pro." 
vince. of bolli sexes, without 
rhnrge for hoard, tuition, or 
honks; and in that school hun- 
dreds have been taught to read 
ond write lo sing and play on 
some muslcu! instrument, and lo 
do some useful work, the remun- 
eration for -a'hich suUlces or asj 
sisls to provide an Independent 
livclihood.Of course no amounlof 
instruction can moke o blind pep. 
.son as compcleul as ho would, bo 
-a'ilh .sight, but it is surprising 
to SCO how much, and whata vi^ 
riely of things, the blind can ac- 
complish by touch and hearing, 
under proper guidanco. 

There are in every country 
many more blind aduWs than bhnd 
children, and tho Institution at 
Branttord provides to all appli- 
canls tree appliances by which 
the aduK blind can he laiight at 
their homes to read with theij 
Angers. Children can be much 
more easily,aniJmore thoroughly, 
taught in the school for the blind, 
therefore, Ihc Principal mokes 
his Tinnual appeal to the readers 
of Ihc War Cry to tsnd him the 
names of ony chUdren In their 
vicinity wbo arc Wind, or whose 



sight is so defective that they 
cannot be effectively taught in 
the Public Schools— (ogelhoB 
with lUie names and post-onii» 
addresses of parents or guar*- 
ians. II is only by the kindness 
of (hose who "seek tho happiness 
of oEiei-5" that comir.unicatiun 
can be established between the 
school and tho children who 
should enjoy ils advantages. 

Tile Resiill of Tiirin. 

A remarkable instance of what 
Ihritly habits can do for a work- 
ingman is related by Ihe London 
naily Mail. 

When ho married, a iitlle over, 
forty years ego, ihe looked round 
lo see that he had been spending, 
at least .$I,S5 a wook on beer ana 
lobacco; these he could very woll 
dispense with. That meant a sav- 
ing of !S05 a year. And this was 
tho nueleus of his fortune. A few! 
weeks loter his wages were roia- 
cd from $7.B0 to J8.7B weekly. He 
could rub along wilhout the oxh 
Iro S1.25, and was thns able to 
put hy i613C a year. When his 
savings had amounted lo $500 he 
bought two cottages, horrowins 
threc-fourllis of the purchaser 
riiune.v uild paying off the leant 
out of the rents. He wes fond of 
g^^j'dGning, and he decided _ to 
turn his hobby and his spare tjmei 
into luonov. He renlcri half itn 
acre nf land; his wife opened a 
.shop for the sole of the produce, 
and tlie (irsl year ho was abl9 
to intrcaso his savings to $6 a: 
week, with wllich, in two years' 
lime, ho wos able lo buy two 
'more houses. 

And thus simply his forluntf 
grew. Hoiiso was added lo house, 
each paying for ils own purchase 
with Us rent, until at sisly he was 
abla lo I'otirc on'v750 a year, al- 
most twice his highest wages o» 
workman, and when he died Vf 
leave a good $15,000 behind him. 
Although we agree that it is ai 
good thing to bo thrifty ond sav- 
ing, yet we would point out lh4 
danger there is of thrift becom- 
ing mere covetousness. "A man's 
life consisleth not in the abund- 
ance of things which ha possess- 
cth." In the struggle for earth's 
riches men too often forgol lo 
lay up treasure in. Heaven, and 
thus they are eternally poor.
